Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on January 08, 2009 has been entered. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8, 10-13 and 18-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, Garber and Davidsson, fails to teach accessing a database stored 
in memory of a removable flash member card of the RFID reader to retrieve information 
necessary to categorize each RFID-tagged item based on the information obtained from the 
RFID tag. 

The prior art of record, Garber and Davidsson, fails to teach both selecting at least one 
category of items and specifying one or more attributes associated with the selected category, 
and ignoring any RFID-tagged-item without listing or categorizing those items that do not have 
the attributes specified by the selected category.
